“They’ll cost you $16.”

State Unit’s 
Budget Cut

SACRAMENTO — (CNS)— M 
Although the State Depart- ^ 
ment of Finance has worked ^ 
out a new system, inaugu¬ 
rated last year for the 1961- 
62 State budget, designed to 
keep State operation costs 
from rising to unpreceden¬ 
ted heighths, it does not ap¬ 
pear to be receiving much 
co-operation from the Uni- ^ 
versify of California. 

Prior to forming of the V 

1961- 62 budget, officials of m 
the Department of Finance | 
reported the University was J 
unhappy with the tentative ^ 
allotments given it. And now 
prior to the making of the 

1962- 63 fiscal year budget, 
the University regents once 
again have expressed dissat¬ 
isfaction with the sugges¬ 
tions of the Department of 
Finance. 

The department’s new sys- | 
tern was originated by for- 1 
mer director John K Carr, 
and is being followed by 
Carr’s successor. Hale Cham¬ 
pion. Briefly, the Depart¬ 
ment of Finance estimates 
additional funds all depart¬ 
ments, Including the Univer¬ 
sity of California, will need 
for the forthcoming fiscal 
year on the basis of the cur¬ 
rent year’s budget, growth 
of the State, estimated in¬ 
creases in service of the de¬ 
partment, and revenues av¬ 
ailable without new or in¬ 
creased taxes.

In other words, the 
schools and University get 
their money before any oth¬ 
er State department or ac¬ 
tivity should a deficit occur 
in the general fund. 

Undoubtedly, the current 
argument over money will 
be hashed out several times 
before a final budget for 
1962-63 is ready for submis¬ 
sion to the Legislature.

name of "lockjaw.” 

Muscular contractions, and 
rigidity in some instances, 
may gradually involve the 
entire body. If treatment is 
successful, improvement is 
generally noted in the sec¬ 
ond week of illness but com¬ 
plete recovery may be a 
matter of months. 

Spores of the tetanus bao 
llli are found almost every¬ 
where in the environment, 
and are generally present in 
the soil and in street and 
house dirt or dust. They 
have also been found on 
vegetables and on fruit that 
has been picked up from the 
ground. 

The organisms are per¬ 
fectly harmless if eaten, 
however. It is only when 
they are sealed off from air, 
as in a wound, that they 
grow and produce the toxin 
that is so injurious to man. 

DOMESTIC farm animals, 
particularly horses and 
cows, are the principal res¬ 
ervoirs of the infection and 
this, to a large extent, ac¬ 
counts lor the widespread 
distribution of the organ¬ 
isms in the soil. Therefore, 
many urban areas of Los 
Angeles County, which were 
formerly farms or pastures, 
present more of a hazard to 
the Individual than do city 
areas, long been industrial¬ 
ized and settled. 

Immunization with teta¬ 
nus toxoid affords protec¬ 
tion against the disease. Aft¬ 
er the initial two doses given 
a month apart and a rein¬ 
forcing (booster) dose at the 
end of a year, Immimlty 
against the disease may be 
maintained with inoculations 
of the toxoid every four or 
five years and In the event 
of Injury. 

AUergy to the toxoid Is 
rare, and Its administration 
carries little risk. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the protection it pro¬ 
vides does not become effec¬ 
tive for about four to six 
weeks after first the inocu¬ 
lation. 

In those cases of emer¬ 
gency where previous tet¬ 
anus protection has not been 
obtained or when the infor¬ 
mation cannot be elicited 
from the individual, tetanus 
antitoxin is given. This sub¬ 
stance is prepared from 
horse serum and protection 
it affords is swift, even 
though of short duration. In 
the opinion of medical au¬ 
thorities, its use is undesir¬ 
able because of the frequen¬ 
cy of serum reactions which 
are aometbnee fatal,
